Eight great Fins like the Ends of Galle 3-Oars, 
two of which are placed near the Gills, the 
other.ſix at the fides of his Belly ar equal dtt- 
tanccs, they are of a Greiftth ſhining Colour ; 
All the uper part of the Body 1s cover'd with 
oreat Scales, of a Red and Blew Colour, inter- 
mixt with Spangles of Silver, the Scales und-r 
the Belly are Yellow , the Tail Forked, the 
Head ſomewhat Bigger than that of a Horle , 

the lower part of his Body cover'd with a dark 
| hard Skm, hehath a very ſtreight Horn [ſuing
